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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant argues that the motivation to combine is supplied from the Applicant's own disclosure. GM-CSF is known to 
stimulate and increase the granulocyte counts, which are lowered patients suffering from neutropenia and aplastic anemia. This fact is taught by Nissen 
et al. as cited in the previous office action. Kojima et al. teaches the ingredients together. The fact that the compositions are used together is obvious 
because it is taught in one reference. The motivation to use the composition that can increase GM-CSF in the body is taught by Nissen et al. and Kojima 
et al. A disclosure of the exact mechanism of action is not required. The reference specifically claims using the claimed ingredients in a composition to 
treat neutropenia and aplastic anemia. The references give the activity and the appropriate dosage amount to treat neutropenia and aplastic anemia. 
Therefore, an artisan of ordinary skill would clearly see that this reference shows that using the claimed ingredients to treat neutropenia and aplastic 
anemia was known in the art at the time of the invention. 
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
